Sandy Hook, N. J, July 26 —The 25 


mile Sandy Hook gale that drove the 
Resolute and Shamrock IV back to 
shelter last Saturday, went into re- 
tirement Monday, and the fifth and 
deciding race for the America's cup 
was called off after the contenders 
had wallowed along for four and a 
half hours in a virtually breezeless 
sea. 


Monday s race was the second meet 


of the series to be called off because 
neither boat was able to finish with- 
in the allotted six hours 
The other 


"no race" start was on July 17, and 
ended with Resolute five miles ahead 
of the challenger.

Crews of the two sloops, each with 


two victories to their credit, were 
astir early this morning, prepared to 
re-sail their race, which was post- 
poned Saturday because of a south- 
wester, and declared off yesterday 
when the yachts failed to finish a 
drICting match within the six-hour 
time limit. 


Clear skies, a smooth sea and a 


seven-knot wind from the northwest 
were conditions at eight o'clock this 
morning for the fifth and final cup 
race.

ica's cup, skippers of Resolute and 
Shamrock IV found scarcely a cup- 
ful of air when they reached the 
Ambrose channel lightship, the start- 
ing point In today's thirty-mile wind- 
ward leeward contest.

Official figures last night showed 


that the tax paid in

months had exceeded all estimates, 
bv approximately 
$300,000,000 
and 


was nearly 75 per cent larger than 
the total paid In either of the war 
years of 1918 or 1919. 


Collection of this record breaking 


assessment cost the Government J29 - 
710,000, or about 65 cents for each 
$100 


Revenues from income and excess 


profits taxes alone were $3,844,555,- 
737, nearly $1,250,000,000 larger than 
in either of the last two years. An 
increase also was shown in receipts 
from miscellaneous taxes $1,465,729,- 
136. These taxes totalled $1,243 941,- 
909 and $ ^5,591,700 for 1910 and 1918 
respectively 


New York state continued to lead 


as a tax payer, its burden being $1,- 
416,939,276, of which $1,135,097,40.) 
came from the Wall street district.

the officials feel that the firm reas- 
onably safe until the resumption of 
mining takes place. 


CLOSE WEDNESDAY 


"We will do well if we keep coins

ris, manager of Suffern Hunt mill of 
the American Hominy company. "We 
cannot set any coal, and get very lit- 
tle satisfaction from the operators 
over the state. We will be closed 
down Wednesday." 


The Decatur Malleable company re-
